rig h ts w h ic h th e y sorely needed. 
The Irish 
p e o p le , a u d e sp e c ia lly the fair minded,»have 
d e c la r ed t h e y a re w illin g to give the bill a 
trial, a n d G la d sto n e has been congratulated 
u p o n p r e se n tin g th em w ith it. 


B u t t h e f a c t rem a in s that the m ajority o f 
the people of Ireland are not yet satisfied; 


and they never w ill be contented until abso­ 
lute independence is granted them . 
They 
desire to be^entirely 
free from

control, and it w ill avail nothing to have par­ 
liam ent introduce anil pass hills of relief 
hoping to turn the Irish from their purpose. 
The issue m ust be m et sooner or labir. and 
perhaps it w ould be w e ll 
for the English 
governm ent to consider th e question-now and 
allow' the Irish that w hich they w ill continue 
to demand.

cause it had to be. 
G ladstone him self may 
have honestly d esired to help Ireland, but 
inany who voted in its favor did so because 
they realized the fact th a t som ething had to 
be done to satisfy Irish dem ands. 
The peo­ 
ple of Ireland, and esp ecia lly the agitators, 
know this, and th ey k n o w too, that had they 
not continued d em an d in g they would not 
have obtained even th is relief. 
W hat is then 
the reason, th ey m ay n aturally ask, why they 
cannot obtain in d ep en d en ce for their country 
If they only keep up th eir agitation. 
Irish 
turbulence gained o n e relief and it 
m ay 
obtain another. 
T h e land act, too, has open­ 
ed the eyes of 
flic 
tenants. 
T hey have a 
greater sense o f pow er than 
they have over 
enjoyed and begin to realize the political pos­ 
sibilities before th em . 
L egislative independ­

I recall a g re at m eeting of the 
people on the 4th of Ju ly , 1840, on the border 
of the county, in B row nsville, at which ;i 
considerable part of the procession was com­ 
posed of vehicles filled w ith 
Revolutionary 
soldiers. 
1 was but ten y e ars old, and may 
possibly mistake, but I th in k th ere were uunv 
than two hundred of the g ra n d old heroes. 
The modern cant and criticism which we 
sometimes hear about W ash in g to n not helm:, 
after all, a very great m an w ould have bet'n 
dangerous talk on that d ay and in that as­ 
semblage. 


These pioneers placed a h igh value on H- 
ucation: and while they w ere still on the 
frontier, struggling w ith its privations, they 
established two excellent colleges, long siiuv 
prosperously united in one. 
It would be im- 
posssible to overstate the beneficent and wide­ 
spread iuihiei’.cc which W ashington and ,Jei- 
fersoii colleges have exerted on the civili/ii- 
tion of that great country w hich lies between 
thc Alleghenies and the M ississippi river. 
Their graduates have been prom inent in llie 
pulpit, at the bar, on the bench, and in the 
high stations of public life. 
D uring my ser­ 
vice of eighteen years in congress 1 met a 
larger number of the alu m n i of Washington 
and Jefferson than of any o th e r single college 
in the union. 
I make th is statem en t from 
memory, but I feel assured th a t a close ex­ 
amination of the rolls of th e tw o houses from 
IStW to 1SS1 would fully estab lish its correct­ 
ness. 


.Not only w ere the two colleges founded ami 
well sustained, but the en tire educational sys­ 
tem of the county, long before the school-ta.v 
anil public schools, was com prehensive and 
thorough. 
I remember in m y ow n boyhood 
that there were ten or eleven academ ies or se­ 
lect schools in the county w iieie lads could be 
litted for college. 
In n early every instance 
thc Presbyterian pastor w as the principal 
teacher. 
Many who will be p re sen t at your 
centennial will recall the succession of well- 
drilled students who came fo r so m any years 
from the tuition of Dr. JVIcClusky, of Fori 
Alexander; from the llev. J o h n Fagleston. at 
Buffalo, and from «others of lik e worth and 
reputation. 


It is inevitable that a c o u n try th u s peo^Jd 
should grow in strength, w isdom and wealth. 
Its 00,000 inhabitants are fav o red far beyond 
the average lot of man. 
T h e y are blessed 
with a fertile .soil and w ith th e health-giving 
climate which belongs to th e charm ed lati­ 
tude of the fortieth p arallel— th e middle of 
the wdieat and corn belt of th e continent. Be­ 
yond this tht'y enjoy the liap p y and enno­ 
bling influences of scenery as g ra n d and beau­ 
tiful as that which lures to u rists thousands of 
miles beyond the sea. 
I have m yself visited 
many of the celebrated spots in Europe and 
America, and I have no w h ere witnessed a 
more attractive 
sight 
th an 
anus 
famil­ 
iar to my eyes 
in 
boyhood 
from the 
old Indian Hill farm, w here 1 w as born, and 
where my great-grandfather, th e elder Neal 
Gillespie, settled before th e o u tb reak of the 
revolution. The m ajestic sw eep o f theMonou- 
gahela, through the foothills o f th e ’ Alleghe­ 
nies, with the chain of m ountains b u t twenty 
miles distant in full view, give an impression 
of beauty and sublimity w hich can never he 
effaced. 


1 talk thus familiarly of localities and child­ 
hood incidents because 
y o u r 
assemblage, 
though composed ot thousands, w ill in effect 
be a family reunion, where th e on ly things in 
order will be tradition and recollection ami 
personal history. 
Identified as 1 have been 
for twenty-eight years, with a g re a t and noble 
people in another section of th e union, I have 
never lost any of my attach m en t fo r m y na­ 
tive county and- my native state. 
T he two 
feelings no more conflict th an does a man’s 
love for liis wdfe and his love fo r his mother. 
Wherever I may be in life, o r w h atev er my 
fortune, the county of W ashington, as it an­ 
ciently was, taking in both sides of the Mo- 
nongahela, will be sacred in m y m em ory. 
I 
shall always recall with pride th a t m y an­ 
cestry and kindred were and are no t incon­ 
spicuously connected w ith its history, and 
that on either side of the b eau tifu l river, in 
Protestant aud 
iu Catholic eem etries, five 
generations of my own blood sleep in honored 
graves.

Bismarck’8 New Kingdom of th e R hine.

Baden-Badicx, August l ‘J.— T h e recent 
speech of M. Gambetta at B elleville, m ore es­ 
pecially that portion of it w hich touched the 
question of the integrity of G erm any, is, 1 am 
informed, regarded by the B erlin governm ent 
in a very serious light. 
M ainly ow in g to thc 
utterances in question, Prince B ism arck has 
turned his attention to a proposal o f a suffi­ 
ciently novel and startling character. 


The government and c o n s titu tio n of th e 
lieiclishuul, or province of A ls a c e -L o r ra in e , 
have since its an n ex a tio n at the close of th e 
last French war, been of an e n tire ly p ro v is ­ 
ional and exceptional ch aracter., T h e q u e s ­ 
tion what should ultim ately be done w ith th e 
imperial province was left for th e fu tu re to 
decide. 
I hear the time for m ak in g a perm a­ 
nent settlement is now near at h an d . 


According to the scheme w hich h as been 
submitted to the Gentian governm ent, Alsace, 
without Lorraine, would henceforth be united 
with Baden, and, in conjunction w ith the 
(¡rand Duchy, would be erected In to a n e w 
kingdom of the Kliine. Lorraine, on th e other 
hand, would be 
separated fro m A lsace, 
united with the Prussian province o f Ilhiue- 
land, and become part of the K ingdom of 
Prussia. 


I’he grand duke of Baden, th e G erm an 
emperor's favorite son-in-law, w ould, in ease 
this combination is accepted, be proclaim ed 
first sovereign of the Kingdom of th e R hine, 
and the proclamation would, iu th is case, not 
improbably take place on the occasion o f the 
celebration of the silver wedding o f tlie grand 
duke, about a month from the p re sen t tim e.

MURDER AT HUGO. 


Two Colored Men, Well Known in Colorado 
Springs, Killed by Cow Boys. 


T hrough a private letter received in this 
c ifj i.i.*l ew ning, wc learn th a t Charles W il­ 
son and Elm ore M arvin, both colored, w ere 
k ille d by a gang of eoxv boys at H ugo on 
S atu rd ay m orning last. 
L etters found in 
W ilso n 's pockets conveyed the inform ation 
th a t lie was a resident o f Colorado .Springs. 
T h e letter did not state in w h at m anner they 
h ad been killed or w hat w as the cause of ttie 
difficulty^betw een them an d the cow boys. 
B u t from w hat we can learn of parties who 
xvere personally acq u ain ted xvith the m ur­ 
d e re d men, we w ere led to believe th at the 
k illin g occurred during a d ru n k en altercation. 
Both Wilson and M arvin have resided in 
C olorado, although th e la tte r i* not generally 
k n ow n. 
W ilson cam e here about a year ago 
fro m Lawrence, K ansas, w here lie fixed for 
y ears, and it is supposed th a t lie xvas on his 
xvay there xvhen killed. 
W hile here he acted 
in th e capacity of iiotel w aiter a t the Colorado 
S p iin g s hotel, and afterw ard w as a ru n n er at 
th e N ational. 
Soon 
a fte r com ing here lie 
m arried a colored w om an by the nam e of 
M ary Croxv, lm t they did n o t live very hap­ 
p ily together and tliej’ separated som e throe 
m o n th s ago. 
H is w ife still resides here.

W HITE RIVER UTES. 


After Getting Their Money They Return 
to Their Favorite Colorado 
Haunts. 


A Story as Told by a Member of the Com­ 
mission Which Went to Utah. 


A g en tlem en who accompanied the com­ 
m issioner's p arty to Utah to pay the White 
River U tes th eir money has just returned to 
Denver, am i in conversation with a Republi­ 
can re p o rte r told the following interesting 
sto ry : 


“A bo u t th e m iddle of the month,” said he, 
“the W h ite Rivers, numbering about six hun­ 
dred, som e one hundred and fifty of whom 
were braves, arrived at Uintah, under the 
com m and of Colorow, Fabby and Wash. They 
began to show their discontent at once, and 
held tw o pow -w ow s on the day of their ar­ 
rival. 
T h e chiefs were not present on the 
first day, b u t on the day following Colorow 
attended th e council. 
On the day before the 
com m issioners gave the Indians their money, 
while M r. M eacham was at the Thornburgh 
agency, at-th e junction of the White and 
Green rivers, a man named 
Taylor, 
an 
in terp reter w ho accompanied a 
party of 
U ncom pahgre Indians on their 
way 
to 
T hornburgh, 
brought 
the 
startling an­ 
nouncem ent to Uintah that the 
Indian* 
were p rep arin g to make a raid and mas­ 
sacre every m em ber of the party. 
The cause 
of this blocdy desire on the part of ihe In­ 
dians w as a rum or set afloat by one of the 
petty ch iefs o f the c neompahgres. This re­ 
port w as to the effect that the commissioners 
did no t in ten d to give them their money; 
that it hatl been promised them merely as a 
blind to induce them to leave Colorado. Their 
antipathy to Colorado men was strong; they 
would have nothing to do with a Colorado 
man because they believed he intended to 
cheat them . 


“T aylor, the interpreter, very fortunately 
learned of th e plot in time to warn the com 
m issioners, or a massacre would probably 
have tak en place. -Colorow was sent far, and 
to him th e commissioners denounced the re­ 
port th a t th e Indians were to be cheated as 
false, and prom ised that they should be pa id 
their m oney next day. Colorow talked to 
his braves and showed that he had unlimit­ 
ed 
influence 
over 
them 
by 
inducing 
them to give up their scheme to raid the 
camp am i w ait peaceably until the next day 
for their m oney. 
Mr. Meacham returned the 
next day and paid the Indians their money. 
Twelve tho u san d dollars was divided among 
them. 
T h e en tire amount was in silver dol­ 
lars, w hich had been conveyed to llintah in 
two kens. 
T b e Indians knew where this 
money w as concealed, and intended to take 
possession of it a fte r they had killed the 
com m issioners. 
It is said that the Indian 
who lired the blood of the White Rivers by 
the report th a t they had been fooled into 
leaving th eir country was one of the Uncom­ 
pahgre chiefs who took an active part in the 
Meeker m assacre. 
He knew what he said 
was untrue, and there is no doubt that his on­ 
ly object w as to instigate the White Rivers to 
join the U ncom pahgres in an uprising. 


“The 
U ncom pahgres told Commissioner 
Mears th a t he w as a Colorado man, and that 
they d id n 't w an t anything to do with him, 
and th reaten ed to scalp him it' lie did not at 
once leave th e Indian country. Mr. Mears 
took Ills dep artu re, and with an escort of two 
men started fo r Uintah, from which place he 
proceeded to F o rt Bridget-, where he took the 
train fo r S a lt Lake, 
lie returned to the 
T hornburgh agency with Captain Ilawkins 
and Ills com m and. 
. “As soon as the Utes had got their money 
they began to talk about going back to Colo­ 
rado. 
F orty-eight hours after Commissioner 
Meaclmm h ad paid out the $12,000 in silver, 
there w ere only thirty Utes of the six hun­ 
dred in th e trib e remaining at Uintah. The 
others w ere on their way to their old home at, 
W hite riv er. 
T hey had a good many objec­ 
tions to th e new Utah agency. They said 
the grazing w as not good, that the hunting 
was poor, b u t the main, though not often ex- 
pressetl, objection was that there was ‘heap 
gold in Colorado. 
Uintah no good.’ '’ 


“Colonel M eacham did all that he could to 
induce th e Indians to remain in Utah. 
But 
they w ere sullen and determined. 
They 
could n ot be coaxed. 
Upon receiving their 
money som e of the Indians at once began to 
squander it. 
They threw it about with a 
recklessness born of sudden wealth. Many 
of them , how ever, invested their shinifig dol­ 
lars in rifles, revolvers and ammunition. 
Some of them spent all their money in Salt 
Lake C ity in the wildest frolics that ever an 
Indian indulged in. 


“Colorow, the big chief of the White 
, Rivers, did not go immediately back to 
AVliite river. 
H e is now hunting with a few 
of his braves in the White mountains in 
U tah. 
C hief Jac k is with the Indians at the 
old agency a t W hite river. Commissioners 
French, R ussel and Mears are now at Thorn­ 
burgh agency, which is about forty miles 
south of U intah. 
Commissioner Meacham is 
on his w ay to Washington. The braves are 
well arm ed, and have had- several councils 
since th ey w ere paid oil. It is feared that 
there w ill be trouble."

| was one of the sm oothest correspondents 
who ever held a pen, and wrote to the New 
England newspapers, to New York, Chicago, 
Philadelphia,

Cincinnati, New 
Orleans, Atlanta and St. Louis papers under 
as many varied nom do plum es; always tell­ 
ing of the rush of prosperity at Rosita, of 
the stupendous fortunes daily realized, of the 
vast schemes under w ay—a t the head of 
which those letters alw ays placed E. A. Eg- 
glestone. 
The result w as that every mail 
brought him money for investment, and he 
rarely let a victim go w ithout two or three 
additional contributions. 
He, meantime, lo­ 
cated claims everywhere, careless as to the 
ground they covered—regardless alike of 
veins or their absence and of former loca­ 
tions of the same ground. 
He simply pulled 
up and carried off or burned or defaced such 
stakes as occupied ground he wanted. 
He 
gambled constantly and was seldom sober. 
In a drunken spree he or one of his com­ 
panions shot a m iner to deatli one evening 
just at dusk. 
There was very little doubt as 
to his guilt, yet there w as a doubt. 
The man 
murdered was but recently from the east, lur­ 
ed to Kosita, and there defrauded of all his 
money by Egglestone. 
Egglestone was ar­ 
rested and sent to jail in Pueblo in May, 1870. 
In September of th at year, he so far succeed­ 
ed in convincing a couple, of men in this city 
of his entire innocence and of his anxiety for 
trial and certainty of acquittal that they went 
on his bond and secured his release from jail. 
Hut it was a decideil case of misplaced confi­ 
dence. 
lie lingered near Silver park till the 
week prior to that lixed for his trial, when he 
left the country w ithout leaving his future 
address. Judgm ent was entered against his 
bondsmen for the full am ount of the bom 
50.000, and they at once set 
for him, but without success until tiiis sum­ 
mer, when he was identifier! in the person of 
Hugh Marshall, down in New Mexico.

Egglestone 
denied

ease as long as possible. 
The result was that 
a delay of two days was ordered by the lirst 
court taking hold of the case, that the prison­ 
er might have time to send for witnesses who 
could swear to his identity ¡'s Hugh Marshall 
during all the time that Egglestone was in the 
Pueblo jail. 
When the morning of the day 
fixed for the hearing came Egglestone was 
gone, having escaped in shackles, which were 
subsequently found-near the place where he 
had been locked up. 
A fter that he was heard 
of no more until the following letter was re­ 
ceived in this city. 
It is dated at New Al­ 
buquerque, N. M., Septem ber 1st, and was 
shown to the Times reporter on Saturday eve­ 
ning: 


“1 wonder if you will be as much surprised 
as 1 was to hear that that rascal Egglestone is 
dead'.’ Well, he is, beyond a chance for doubt. 
He was killed by the Indians while with a 
parti- he had joined for the purpose of driving 
the Indians into Old Mexico. 
I saw Mrs. Eg­ 
glestone here and knew her. 
She is called 
Mrs. Marshall; you know he went under the 
name of Hugh Marshal! hen*. 
I knew her, 
of course, on sight, and when I heard them 
say that her. husband had been killed by 
the Indians I at on ce m ade inquiries and 
found out it was so. 
L saw a letter from a 
Janies White,at Foil W ingate,in which he told 
who all had been killed of their party, and 
Hugh Marshall was one of them. 
it seems 
that Egglestone had gone down there »t'tt-i- 
his last escape, and joined the party to tight 
the Indians. 
1 afterw ard saw a man named 
Chas. Prescott who was one of the party and 
was wounded. 
He lives at Raker's ranch. 


He told me that Hugh M arshall was killed, 
that he saw him shot, but he never knew that 
Marshall was not his name. 
1 pointed out 
Mrs. Egglestone to him and said 1 knew her 
at Pueblo as Mrs. Egglestone, but he said he 
had known her and her husband for more 
than a year as Mr. and M rs. Hugh Marshall."

Rich Discovery at Maysville, 


The South A rkansas M iner says: A few 
weeks ago George Partridge, of this city dis­ 
covered w hat lie supposed to be a ledge of 
marble in Cree's cam p, about five'miles west 
of the city, 
lie k ep t the discovery to him­ 
self, and procuring a few specimens sent 
them to D enver w here they were strongly 
tested with acids and by tire and found to be 
genuine m arble and of a very excellent qual­ 
ity. 
Some of the specim ens were polished 
with m ost satisfactory results, and Denver 
parties realizing th a t a m arble quarry in Colo­ 
rado was a bonanza, immediately’ made pro­ 
positions to purchase auel a certain interest 
was disposed of, sim ply to get capital for the 
successful w orking of the property. The 
quarry is now ow ned by George Partridge and 
J. S. Painter of th is city and some parties in 
Denver. 
A shipm ent was made on Wednes­ 
day of this week w hich will thoroughly prove 
the character of the m arble, when the work 
of getting it out and shipping it in large quan­ 
tities will be begun and pushed with all pos- 
about a search j sible vigor during th e w inter.

marble from V erm ont to Denver is about $70 
per ton, which alone w ould [give an immense 
profit, not considering the superior quality 
and immense', q u an tity of the marble to be 
found in this q u a rry .”

MURDEKED. 


An Inoffensive Man Killed in Cold Blood 
at Nathrop. 


The name of Charles Nachtrieb will be re­ 
membered by m any Colorado Springs people. 
He came to the state in 1S50 and was one of 
the lirst settlers in California, 
lie was mur­ 
dered at Nathrop on Monday night. 
The fol­ 
lowing account of the murder w’e take from 
the Leatlville H erald •_ 


One of the m ost dastardly murders on record 
was 
perpetrated 
at 
Nathrop, in Chaffee 
county, on M onday night, in which one of the 
oldest and most respected citizens in the 
state was selected as the victim, and his mur­ 
derer, one of the most despicable villains that 
ever drew the breath of life. 
Mr. Charles 
Nachtrieb owned the town of Nathrop and 
had many interests outside, of which by iar 
not the. least im portant was a large cattle 
range. 
This is located in 
the Gunnison 
country, and from thence the murderer came 
on Monday, apparently for the purpose of 
either robbing the proprietor or taking his 
li 1'e. 


The m urderer's name is Bert Remington, 
and by profession he is a cattle herder. 
A 
short time ago Remington engaged in the em­ 
ploy of Nachtrieb to join the cattle herders in 
the south, and on Monday he came up for his 
wages. 
He arrived at Nathrop during the af­ 
ternoon and spoke to a number of men in the 
town about iiis pay. 
He ulleied to line him­ 
self to II. L. Grieb, providing the latter would 
pay him fifty’ dollars a month, but as this fig­ 
ure was higher than usual, the average wages 
being thirty-live dollars, his services were de­ 
clined. 
He then informed Mr. (Irieb that his 
present employer, Mr. Nachtrieb, was paying 
him fifty’ dollars, and upon his listener saying 
that he thought there was some mistake 
about it, the villiau retorted that he was go­ 
ing to get that sum anyhow’: that he had been 
compelled to leave one place for killing his 
“boss” about wages and he would repeat the 
operation if he had to now. 
Such a threat 
seemed so entirely useless and uncalled for 
that Mr. Grieb thought the man certainly had 
no idea of carrying it into execution, hence 
paid no heed to it. 


During the evening the victim with his wife 
was sitting in the store until about nine 
o'clock, when the wife retired for the night. 
About half an hour later Remington came in, 
and it is supposed made a demand for his ex 
orbitantpay; whereupon, being refused he 
pulled his revolver and shot his employer.. 


As the sound of the pistol broke on the 
night air, the men who happened to be in the 
neighboring stores and saloons, rushed out 
into the darkness, only to see Remington 
jump upon his pony and dash into the coun­ 
try. 
Not knowing the nature of the crime, 
little attention was paid to the lleeing crimi­ 
nal, but soon the sheriff was in pursuit. 
The 
wounded man was found lying on the floor 
fatally shot, never uttering a sound, but 
dying within ten m inutes. 
Some of the men 
first on the ground- state that they heard Mr. 
Nachtrieb exclaim, “Oh, iny God, he has shot 
me.” 


The ball entered an inch and a h-alf to the 
right of the left nipple, ploughing through the 
body and imbedding itself a quarter of an 
inch from the surface under the right shoul­ 
der blade, about four or five inches from the 
spine. 


Mr. Nachtrieb was one of the oldest set­ 
tlers in this section of the country, coming to 
California gulch in 1S50 and locating at Nath­ 
rop in 1873. 
H e was only forty-nine years of 
age, but had won an enviable reputation 
throughout this entire section of country, for 
charity anil benevolence?. 
The town in which 
he lived was nam ed after him, being the Eng­ 
lish translation of his German name. He was 
w’ell known here by the older residents, and 
the news of his sudden and untimely death 
was received w ith sorrow’ bv all. 


1 esterelay afternoon Mr. Henry L. Grieb, 
who was intim ately interested with the de­ 
ceased in business matters, came to this city 
and purchased a very elegant casket at the 
Leadville 
undertaking 
establishment, 
in 
which the remains of the murdered man will 
be laid to rest. 


A posse of citizems joined the sheriff in the 
pursuit of the m urderer, and if overtaken, the 
chances are, notw ithstanding the sheriff, the 
red-handeel villain will receive his just de­ 
serts.

None seemed desirous of breaking that way.

tion of Garlield was announced the nominee 
looked the most surprised man of the ten 
thousand that packed the exposition building.

While he spoke the 
aisle next which the nominee sat was packed 
with delegates, principally frorrt the south, 
who were crowding toward the coming presi- 
dent.

from the alimentary canal is conveyed to' the 
heart. The iujuiy of almost any one' of the 
foregoing-, excepting the nerves of common 
sensation and motion, would Inevitably de- 
stroy life; and in the midst of this plexus of 
arteries, veins, nerves, and lymphatics, the 
surgeon would have had to carry his knife in 
search of a ball, the situation of which has 
only been revealed by the • autopsy. There 
were no possible means ofjmowing-the situa- 
tion of the ball during life, as it gave no indi- 
cations of its presence, iior could it possibly 
have been reached and • recognized by any 
form of surgical probe. Tlmt death would 
have been immediate and the inevitable result 
of any sUeh daring adventure is almost abso- 
lutely certain.

Borne of Garfield's Zast Words. 


So little of complaint or repining was heard 


from the sick bed of the late president, so 
heroic was his persistent cheerfulness, that 
the impression grew general that he suffered 
very little, and that he was not aware of the 
gravity of his condition. This was au error, 
and is Calculated to detract from the true 
grandeur of the example which this great man 
has left us in his death. 
His sufferings were

Halleck, who was Mr. Lincoln's chief of 
staff and senior major-general in the army, 
died on June 9, 187;), at Louisville, Ky., 
where he was on duty in command of the 
military division of the Pacific'; his widow is 
now tho wife of General Cullin of the army, 
and lives in New York city. Senator Jacob 
Collamer of Vermont died in 1800. Theliev. 
Dr. CJurley did not long survive his dead

H. U. Uotferslu Science. 


The battery of mundane construction—our 


best aid and interpreter in the reading of uni- 
versal phenomena—while it is the devloper 
of heat, light and power, is itself neither 
luminous, hot, nw magnetic. To explain the 
effects of the sun, therefore, there is not the 
least reason to infer that it is itself luminous, 
or even warm. Potential action generated in 
a dark, cold body may product-, great heat, 
light and attraction, at H distance from tho 
seat of activity, and what is thus wrought; ar- 
tificially, in H small way, may surely bo done 
naturally, and in a tremendous fashion, by 
the grand forces of the sun. 


The same process develops sunlight. 
If 


linos be drawn from the sun to the earth, tan- 
gent to both, these lines will enclose a taper- 
ing space, tliu sun at the big end, the earth at 
the small end, and the space between a trunc- 
ated cone. This space may be designated the 
solar cone or cone-space.

NEW YCHK, October 5.—The republican 


state C3nvention assembled at 0 o'clock with a 
full attendance. Members of the press were 
excluded, but it was learned that the proceed- 
ings were .Mrmonious. Chairman PJatt con- 
ducted the proceedings with Impartiality. 
General Sharpe spoke in favor of Frank His- 
cock, of Syracuse, as temporary chairman of 
the convention, arid Hiscock was agreed upon. 
The selection seemed to give general satisfac- 
tion, and even those who opposed his nomi- 
nation gave in their adherence, and, when the 
decision was announced, declared they would 
abide by tlie result. A better feeling prevail- 
ed, and there is every reason to hope that bad 
feeling engendered by the failure of the con- 
ference committee to ngree.is in a good part dis- 
sipated, and the disruption of the convention 
anticipated has been averted. It was past 10 
o'clock when the committee's deliberations 
Were ended, The members then hastened to 
the academy of music to be in attendance by 
11 o'clock, when the convention is to be call- 
ed to order. 


The republican state convention was called 


to order at 11.15 a. m. by ex-Senator T. C. 
Platt. The Academy of Music was crowded. 
He made touching allusions to the death of 
the late President Garfleld, and prayed God 
to comfort the widow and fatherjess children, 
and asked that strength and wisdom be given 
the president, and that peace and harmony 
prevail. Then followed a call of delegates. 
On the call of Platt's name as a delegate 
there was Immense cheering. The name of

few minutes afterwards, and was received 
with tremendous cheers. A notice of con- 
tested seats was given, and the 'chairman an- 
nounced that tlie papers be referred at the 
proper time to the committee on contested 
seats.

GRAVES OP OTO .RULERS. 


Grounds Honored by the Dost of Dead Presidents. 
Boston Herald. 


It is not a very-'difficult matter to prove 


that the United States is. an ungrateful re- 
public, if her neglefct,of her dead presidents 
is to be taken a&* complete evidence of it, 
without any counterbalancing testimony. 
Not even the states In which the presidents 
are buried are known to most people. Ihe 
graves of a number of them are unmarked 
with a monument, while those of others are 
cared for with scarcely the attention due to 
the lowest citizen. There are a few noble 
exceptions, but it is not the United States 
that has been grateful, but the state of the 
dead one's nativity or his personal friends. 


GEORGE WASHINGTON. 


The grave of the first president, the father 


of his country, has been visited by so many 
thousands of Americans and foreigners that 
it will be of very little interest to the majority 
of readers to peruse a description of the place 
now. 
The Mt Vernon association has taken 


good care of the first president's last resting 
place. Washington's remains were deposited 
hi their present receptacle in. 1837. The vault 
was built hi accordance with the provisions of 
the president's will. It is of brick, with an 
arched roof. 
Over the gateway, in a marble 


tablet, is the simple inscription: "Within this 
enclosure rest the remains of .General George 
Washington." Two coffins lie in the vesti- 
bule of the vault; the first is that of Wash- 
ington, the other that of Martha Washington. 


JOlIJf ADAMS. 


Beneath the Unitarian church of (Jiiincy, 


Mass., may be found the remains of two Amer- 
ican presidents. The church was completed 
in 1828, and the body of Jolin Adams was re- 
moved from the family vault in the cemetery 
just across the street into the room beneath 
the ctmrch. John Q'uincy Adams' body Was 
placed in the same room in 1848. Their 
wives are buried with them. The bodies lie 
in leaden caskets placed in cases hewn from 
solid blocks of stone. The tombs are seldom 
visited, and the apartment is kept dingy and 
dirty. In the church room above may be 
found the following inscription: "Beneath 
these walls are deposited the mortal remains 
of John Adams, son of John and Susanna 
(Boylston) Adams, second president of the 
United States. Born 10-30, Oct. 1735. On 
he 4th of July, 1770, ho pledged his life, for- 
tune and sacred honor to the independence of 
his country. On the 3d of September, 1788, 
he affixed his seal to the definitive treaty with 
Great Britain, which acknowledged that inde- 
pendence and consummated the redemption 
of his pledge. On the 4th of July, 18aG, he 
was sxnmnoned to the independence of im- 
mortality and to the judgment of his God. 
This house will bear witness to his piety, this 
town, his birthplace, to his munificence, his- 
tory to his patriotism, posterity to the depth 
and composure of his mind." 


JOHN (J. AUAMS. 


On the other side of tho pulpit is the tablet 


containing the inscription to the other Adams. 
It-reads thus: "Near this place reposes all 
that could die of John Quincy Adams, .son of 
John and Abigail (Smith) Adams, sixth pres- 
ident of the United States. Born llth July, 
1767, amidst the storms of civil commotion 
he nursed the vigor which inspires a Christian. 
For more than half a century, whenever his 
country .called for his labors in either hemi- 
sphere or in any capacity, he never spared 
them in her cause. On the 24th December, 
1814, lie signed the second treaty with Great 
Britain, which restored peace within her bor- 
ders. On the :>33d February, 1848, ho closed 
10 years of ;eloquent defence of the lessons 
of his youth" by dying at his post in her great 
national council. .A son worthy of his father 
a citizen shedding glory on his country, a 
scholar ambitious to advance mankind, tliia

The 'city so designated will then 
command the support of the south with a unan- 
imity which the candidate of the Canon con- 
vention would not have commanded.

celebration of the surrender of the British 
forces at Yorktown wiH begin at that place 
and continue until the 19th. All arrange- 
ments liave been made, and representatives'' 
from Europe will join, the American guests 
in making the occasion one of unusual Inter- 
est. On the last day of the celebration .tlie 
Yorktown 
monument will be unveiled. 


Nearly one hundred years have elapsed since 
the continental congress voted to erect this 
monument, but at last it is completed and 
tUe surrender of 8,000- British troops to the 
combined forces of the American and French 
will be fitly commemorated. The overthrow 
of'Cornwallis was unexpected. He had been 
considered almost invincible, and when ho at 
last suffered defeat at the hands of Ureene 
and Gates, it is no wonder that the news was 
received with the wildest delight. 


The Yorktown celebration,-like other cen- 


tennial celebrations, will suggest comparisons 
between our condition in 1781 and now. We 
were then in the weakest possible condition. 
We were at war with the strongest nation' in 
the world. No words of sympathy came to 
us from other nations except from the French. 
We had no strong political organization, but 
were held together by articles of confedera- 
tion which were soon found too wefik a bond. 
Our people were poor and almost discouraged 
by the unequal struggle we had kept up, and 
It was still a question whether we would suc- 
ceed. We were a nation unrecognized, poor 
and weak, witli our independence unacliieve'd, 
with, no strong political organization. 


But the 
century has made wonderful 


changes. We are no longer an unrecognized 
power, but a leading one respected and honor- 
ed. We Jiavo organized apolitical system 
wliich.has stood the severest tests that could 
be given; the tests of rebellion and severe 
political strains like the electoral count. Our 
president has been shot down and another 
takes Ills place without any political excite-, 
nient. A. government of the people and for 
tlie people, is no longer an experiment.' But 
aside from pur political, progress, we have 
made great commercial progress. Our then 
unknown resources have been discovered and 
partially developed, so that to-day we largely 
influence the markets of the world. Gold is 
accumulating here so rapidly that we are 
likely to become the money centre also. 
Prosperity ,has attended every enterprise. 
Peace now prevails with all nations. 


But not alone in power, and progress is 


there a change from one hundred years ago. 
In the past century the old hatred of Eng- 
land has died. Then ,we were arrayed against 
the power of the throne; we fought long and 
bitterly against George III, while to-day it is 
proposed to pay the highest honors to his suc- 
cessor Queen. Victoria. At the time of the 
Yorktown battle England called us rebels, 
•and sought our destruction. To-day that na- 
tion cables us sympathy and joins in our 
sorrow. King George sent his armies against 
Washington; Queen Victoria sends a floral 
offering for Garfield. A century ago our 
people cried agaiust.,, the king; to-day they 
Will sing God save the Queeu. All hate is 
gone. There is peace befcyeenthe two, English 
speaking nations, and we are more truly 
now than heretofore .children of old England, 
delighting to honor heart owl soul, the old flag 
which we fought, as^iinst so long ago. We 
may delight to celebrate that battle which 
gave us Independence; we may look with 
pleasure on the progress we have made, 
and may take honest satisfaction in knowing 
that we are so strong and respected;,but the 
centennial ceremonies at Yorktown will be 
more gratifying than ever because we can see 
and can realize the great change which time 
has wrought in our feelings for England, and 
English regard for us. It will be well to sa- 
lute the English colors and to honor the name 
of Victoria.

have obtained even this relief. What is then 
the reason, they may naturally ask, why they 
.cannot obtain independence for their country 
if thpy only keep up their agitation. Irish 
turbulence gained one relief and it may 
obtain another. 
The land act, too, has open- 


ed the eyes of the tenants. 
They haven 


greater sense of power than they ha\'e ever 
enjoyed and begin to realize tlie political pos- 
sibilities before them. Legislative independ- 
ence seems rienrer to them now 'ttnwirevor, 
and with leaders determined to gain, their ob- 
ject there does not seem any immediate pros- 
pect of the Irish question being forgotten and 
neglected. 


AY hat this agitation will lead to cannot of 


course be known, but some of the ablest men 
in England to-day see that there is n prospect 
of legislative independence being glvSn sooner 
or later. Gladstone and Derby JjBKg^ both 
spoken of this chance but Gladstone describ-

MY FWEND.S :—Miiv I ask you to linger 


while I say to you a fuw words more., which 
shall not tm unsuited to wliatl have been say- 
ing, and which shall, for just a moment, re- 
call to you tlie sacredncs&wlncUthls day—the 
'Fourth of July,,ibe anniversary,..ot American. 
Independence, has in tlie hearts o£ us Ameri- 
cans. If I dare—generously permitted as I 
am to stand this evening in the venerable ab- 
bey, so full of our history as well as yours— 
to claim that our festival shall, have some sa- 
crcdness for you as well as us, my claim rests 
on the simple truth that to all true men the 
birthday of a nation must always be a sacred 
thing.

has been under the sway of tho Uusstan czar. 
China, by the treaty, pays some pecuniary in- 
demnity, btit.it is little more than a fair re- 
turn for heavy expenses Unssia was put to last 
year, and the. payment of it is extended over 
a period of two years, while Chinese ocrnpa- 
tlon of the province beiims at an early date. 
Other concession." made to llussia relate en- 
tirely to trade. Thpy include the right to en- 
ter China by another passage through thu 
great wall, there having been1 for Russian 
merchants heretofore only one. passageway in 
200 years.

in the development of trade. Even the tribes 
that now live there have a grim struggle for 
existence, and what llussia can find of satis- 
faction in this concession for the surrender of 
Kuldja it is impossible to see. Elsewhere, if 
anywhere, her satisfaction evidently . must bo 
found. She will, at least, it is believed, ob- 
tain in China a ' neutral Asiatic power, for 
China, having no.w acquired her ancient boun- 
dary, and always unambitious to extend her

Government of Moslem Women. 


A i.'oile of rules for the "dress and deport- 


ment" of Moslem ladies in public places lia-* 
lately been drawn up bv the ministry of police 
at Constantinople, iif concert with the council 
of state, by order of the sultan, and at the're- 
quest of tlie Sheikh-ul-lslain. By these regu- 
lations women are forbidden to wear only the 
'tcharsbaf (a narrow veil) in public'places 
and frequented streets; but they may use 
this veil in unfrequented streets and when 
paying visits. 
Tlie 
police 
have strict 


orders 
to report 
any 
infringement 
iif 


this regulation to tlie minister of police, 
with the name of the offender. Mussulman 
ladles are also forbidden to drive or walk 
round the places of Bayacid, Shahzade-Bashi 
andAkserai. Nor will they in future be al- 
lowed to promenade in the Great Bazaar, or 
to sit down in shops. If these rules are in- 
fringed the drivers of thu carriages they have 
useilaml the ladies themselves will be proceed- 
ed against under Article 254 of the penal code. 
The police have also received orders on no ac- 
count to permit ladies to gather in groups in 
public places; and ladies thus transgressing 
will be directed to move on. When a police 
officer finds it necessary to interfere in this 
way he is to address the oldest lady in the 
group, or tho servants in attendance, at his 
discretion. The regulations further prescribe 
tho demeanor to.be observed by men toward 
ladles in public. Any man who speaks to a 
woman, or makes signs to her, 'Will be pun- 
ished iniiler Article 303 of tho criminal code.

priated, to Mrs. Mmy Lincoln, widow 
of Abraham Lincoln, late president of the 
United States, or, in the event of her deatli 
before payment, to the lawful heirs, the sum 
of §35,000; provided always that any sum of 
money which shall have been paid' to the per- 
sonal representatives of the said Abraham 
Lincoln since his death on account of his 
salary as president of the United State's for 
the current year, shall be deducted from tlie . 
said sum of $25000.'" The amount thus granted 
to Mrs. Lincoln was the salary of the president 
for one year. Now that salary is $50,000. 
In February, 1800, congress passed tlie 
following act: "That all letters and packets 
carried by post to and from Mary Lincoln, 
widow of the late Abraham Lincoln, bo car- 
ried free of postage during her natural life." 
In 1870 the following act was passed; "That 
the secretary of the interior bo, and is hereby 
authorized, to place the name of Mary Lin- 
coln, widow of Abraham' Lincoln, deceased, 
late president of the United States, on the 
pension roll, and allow aud pay her a pension 
at the rate of $3,000 per annum from and al- 
ter the passage of this act." •

first assistant he was for a number of years. 
Rollins is a small, active man of 35, with a 
good round head, no airs, and really remark- 
able ability as a.public prosecutor. He has 
expected the nomination this fall forthe office 
he now holds, but may get something better 
from Arthur, though it would have to be some- 
thing pretty good to be more valuable In dol- 
larst He has been a rather clean-sweeping 
new broom as district attorney in some sub- 
jects, notably in-suppressing a few phases of 
gambling and in closing some infamous pub- 
lic resorts; but in politics he was Phelps' ald- 
de-camp during that politician's later career, 
and is a-faithful worker-in the'machine. 
Phelps was a hail-fellow crony of Arthur's, and 
It may, without impunity, be said that, were 
he alive, he would sustain the president in the 
tolerant policy toward champagne .which will 
surely prevail at the White House. Itollins 
is ti Yale graduate, thoroughly respectable in 
his personal conduct and relations, quite pop- 
ular among lawyers, and an able schemer hi 
politics* His intimacy with Arthur arises 
from political associations, and is based prin- 
cipally on mutual Interest. Hollius' brains are 
of a superior quality, and he uses them as 
Arthur .directs, receiving political preferment 
in return. Enough has already been written 
to show that .Arthur's companions are of 
varied sorts, and this is illustrated further by 


THOMAS XIUKl'inr AND PIKHUE C. VAX WVCK, 
who are alike only in a desire for office. Tom 
Murphy became too well-known as Grant's 
collector at this port and familiar friends eve- 
rywhere to require fresh description. He is 
a big, illiterate, good-huniored, common-brain- 
ed man of So, and looks like an Irish come- 
dian.

high stations of public life. During my ser- 
vice of eighteen years in congress 1 met a 
larger number of the alumni of Washington 
and Jefferson than of any other single college 
in the union. 1 make, this statement from 
memory, but I feel assured that a close ex- 
amination of the rolls of the two houses froin 
1863 to 1831 would fully establish its correct- 
ness. 


iNot only were the two colleges founded and 


well sustained, but the entire educational sys- 
tem of the county, long before the school-tax 
and public schools, was comprehensive and 
thorough. I remember in my own boyhood 
that there were ten or eleven academies or se- 
lect schools in the county where lads could be 
fitted for college. In nearly every Instance 
the Presbyterian pastor was the principal 
teacher. Many who will- be present at your 
centennial will recall the succession of well- 
drilled students who came for so many years 
from the tuition of Dr. McClusky, of Fort 
Alexander; from the llev. John Eagleston, at 
Buffalo, and from others of like worth and 
reputation.

It is inevitable tljat a -country thus pepped 


should grow in strength, wisdom and wealth. 
Its 00,000 inhabitants are favored far beyond 
the average lot of man. They are blessed 
with a. fertile soil and with the health-Riving 
climate which belongs to the charmed lati- 
tude of thes fortieth parallel—the middle of 
the wheat and corn belt of the continent. Be- 
yond this they enjoy the happy and enno- 
bling influences of scenery as grand and beau- 
tiful as that which lures tourists thousands of 
miles beyond the sea. I have myself visited 
many of the celebrated spots in Europe and 
America, and I have nowhere witnessed a 
more, attractive 
sight than was famil- 


iar to my eyes in 
boyhood from the 


old Indian Hill farm, where 1 was born, aud 
where my great-grandfather, the older Neal 
Gillespie, settled before the outbreak of the 
revolution. The majestic sweep of theMonon- 
gahelu, through the foothills of tho" Alleglie- 
nies, with the chain of mountains but twenty 
miles distant in full view, give an impression 
of beauty and sublimity which can never be 
effaced. 


I talk thus familiarly of localities and child- 


hood incidents .because your assemblage, 
though composed ot thousands, will in effect 
be a. family reunion, where the only things in 
order will be tradition and recollection and 
personal history. Identified as I have been 
for twenty-eight years, with a great and noble 
people in another section of the union, I have 
never lost any of my attachment for my na- 
tive county and-my native state. 
The two 


feelings no more conflict than does a man's 
lovo for his wife and his love for his mother. 
Wherever I may be In life, or whatever my 
fortune, the county of Washington, as it an- 
ciently was, taking hi both sides of the Mo- 
nougahela, wilt be sacred in my memory. I 
shall always recall with pride that my an- 
cestry and kindred were and are not- incon- 
spicuously connected with its history, and 
that on either side of the beautiful river, In 
Protestant and iu Catholic cemetrlcs, live 
generations of my own blood sleep In honored 
graves.

"The new Steel Works hotel will be opened on 
Tuesday next by Major L. M. Dnnn. Yester- 
day our ranger was taken through the new 
building, which lias all the modern improve- 
ments, and is one of tlie best completed hotel 
buildings txxlay in the county of Pueblo.. The 
new building is four stories in height, and is 
divided as follows: On the first floor are the

I he oflke, .dining room, two private of- 
lices, kitchen, storeroom, laundry,wash room 
aud cloak room. All of the rooms on this 
lluor are large, and will be completed in a 
neat and tasty style. A broad staircase leads 
from tlie office to the third floor, which has 
twenty-three single and two double rooms. 
The" upper story, which is called the attic or 
dormitory, will have twenty-five beds hi the 
rooms which have been divided by a partition. 
The sleeping apartments are all large"rooms, 
and are well ventilated. The main washing 
room, which is situated on the second floor, 
lias seventeen wash bowls, which are constant- 
'y supplied with hot and cold water. The 
kitchen is largo, and contains one of Vans' 
targe and best ranges. All vegetables are to 
be cooked by steam. The plumbing and gas- 
lilting reflect great credit on Mr. Fleming & 
^'o., the gentlemen who had this work' in 
dmrge, as does also the carpenter work.wbich 
was done under the supervision of Mr. A» 
Carson. The building is to have a large 
Porch afict veranda on the east and south 
sides, and. when fully completed and opened 
will be a great benefit to tne town." 


death of Mr. J. K. AVheeler, of this city, 
which occurred at Lii Crosse,- Wisconsin, on 
September 18th. From the Chambers, Wis- 
consin, Democrat, of September 21th, we take 
the following sketch ot. his life which many 
Colorado Springs people will read with inter- 
est:. 


John Russell Wheeler was born in the old 


town of Butternut, Otsego county, Kew York, 
on the 31st day ot October, 1810. 
Educated 


at Filer's academy, in his native town', a 
school somewhat noted at that day, he early 
turned his attention to commercial pursuits, 
which he followed through a long business 
career, with zeal, integrity and intelligence 
excelled bytfew. Early in his business life he 
formed a partnership with Mr. Niles, of 
Buffalo, Naw York, in the forwarding and 
commission business, and established a line 
of propellers between Buffalo 
and the 


upper lakes, and the firm of Niles & AVheeler 
will be remembered by business men of that 
day as a successful and honorable one. In 
1855, a joint stock association was formed by 
the leading forwarders of Buffalo, known as 
the American Transportation company, and 
Mr. Wheeler was chosen treasurer, which po- 
sition he held for two years, when lie sold out 
his interest and came to AVisconsin, and in 
1801 he located in. Columbus and ..commenced 
business as a banker. lie established the 
Union bank under our state banking law and 
issued currency; but under the policy of the 
general government, during the war, he found 
it necessary to retire his circulation, which ho 
did, and afterward continued the business as 
a private banker. 
About 1870 he turn- 


ed his attention to stock raising upon 
the western {plains. 
Ills lirst venture 


was in cattle in 
Kansas, 
but in the 


storms of a hard winter his herd was swept 
out of existence and he experienced almost a 
total loss of his investment. This did not 
discourage him, but gathering up the frag- 
ments of-his venture In Kansas, and accom- 
panied by ills son, ho took the trail for Colo- 
rado, and established a sheep ranch near the 
Springs, a business which has proved very 
successful. Mr. Wheeler also had business 
relations in Denver and Colorado Springs, 
and was a leading spirit in re-orgauizing the 
smelting works at the city of Golden, and be- 
came president of the association, a position 
which he held until falling health compelled 
his retirement, "but not until the organization 
was established upon a firm and prosperous 
basis. 
. 


Thus ended the aggressive part of his busi- 


ness life. The healthy throb of life had given 
way to the languor of disease, and for two 
years or more he has been gradually ap- 
proaching the inevitable, which has now been 
reached, the end of a busy life.

Two Oolored Men, Well Known in Colorado 


Springs, Killed by Oow Boys. 


Through a private letter received in this 


city last evening, we learn that Charles Wil- 
son and Elmore. Marvin, both colored, were 
killed by u. gang ,oC cow.. boys at Hugo on 
Saturday, morning last. Letters found In 
Wilson's pockets conveyed the information 
that he was a resident of Colorado Springs. 
The letter did not state in what manner they 
had been killed or what was the cause of the 
difficulty^ between them and the cow boys. 
But from what we can learn of parties who 
were personally acquainted with the mur- 
dered men, we were led to believe that the 
killing occurred during a drunken altercation. 


Both Wilson and Marvin have resided In 


Colorado, although the latter Is not generally 
known. 
Wilson came here about a year ago 


from Lawreucei Kansas, where lie Jived' for 
years, and it is supposed that he was on his 
way there when killed. While here lie acted 
in the capacity of hotel waiter at tlie Colorado 
Spiings hotel, and afterward was 'a runner at 
tlie National. Soon after coining here he 
married a colored woman by the name of 
Mary Crow, but they did not live very hap- 
pily together and they separated some three 
mouths ago. His wife still resides here. 
Both men had unenviable reputations, they 
being shiftless, lazy and quarrelsome. 


They were here about three weeks ago, 


having stopped over on their way from 
Pueblo to Denver. Oue of the colored men 
with whom a GAZKTTK reporter talked with 
on the subject expressed but little surprise at 
hearing the news, remarking at tlie same 
time: "1 always though Charley Wilson 
would come to just such an end."

llivar Utes their money has just returned to 
Denver, and in conversation with a .Republi- 
can reporter told the following interesting 
story: 


"About the middle of the month," said he, 


"the White Kivers, numbering about six hun- 
dred, some one hundred and fifty of whom 
were braves, arrived at Uintaii, under the 
command of Colorow, Fabby artd Wash. They 
began to show their discontent at once, and 
held two pow-wows on the day of their ar- 
rival. . The chiefs were not' present on the 
first day, but on the day following Colorow 
attended the council. 
On the day before the 


commissioners gave the Indians their money, 
while Mr. Meacham was at the Tnornburgh 
agency, at the junction of the White'and. 
Green rivers, a man named Taylor, an 
interpreter who accompanied a party of 
Uncompahgre Indians on their 
way 
to 


Thornburgh, 
brought 
the 
startling an- 


nouncement to Uintaii that the 
Indians 


were preparing to make a raid and mas- 
sacre every member of the party. The 'cause 
of tills blocdy desire on the part of the In- 
dians was a rumor set afloat by one of the 
petty chiefs of the Uncompahgres. This re- 
port was to the effect that the commissioners 
did not Intend to give them their money; 
that it had been promised them merely as a 
blind to Indnpe them to leave.Colorado. Their 
antipathy to Colorado men was strong; they 
would have nothing to do with n Colorado 
man because they believed lie intended to 
cheat them. 


"Taylor, the interpreter, very fortunately 


learned of the plot in time to warn the com- 
missioners, nr a massacre would probably 
have taken place. -Cotorow was sent far, and 
to him the commissioners denounced the re- 
port that the'Indians were to be cheated as 
false, and promised that they should be paid 
their money next day. Colorow talked to 
liis braves and showed that he had unlimit- 
ed 
influence 
over 
them 
by • inducing 


them to give up their scheme 'to raid the 
camp and wait peaceably until the next day 
for their money. Mr. Meacham returned the 
next day and paid the Indians their money. 
Twelve thousand dollars was divided among 
them. The entire amount was hi silver dol- 
lars, which had been conveyed to Uintaii in 
two kees. Tlie Indians, knew where tliis 
money was concealed, and intended" to take 
possessidn of it after they had killed the 
commissioners. It is said that the Indian 
who fired the blood of the White Kivers by 
the report that they had been fooled into 
leaving their'country was one of the Uncom- 
pahgre chiefs who took an iictive part in the 
Meeker massacre. He knew what lie said 
.was untrue, mid there is no doubt that his on- 
ly object was to instigate the White Kivers to 
join the Uncompahgres in an uprising. 


"The Uucompahgres told Commissioner 


Mears that lie was a Colorado man, and that 
they didn't want anything to do with him,' 
and threatened to scalp him If he did not at 
once leave the Indian country. Mr. Mears 
took his departure, and with an escort of two 
men started for Ulntah, from which place he 
. proceeded to Fort Bridger, where lie took the 


• train for Salt Lake. He returned .to the 


Thornburgh agency with Captain Hawkins 
and his command, 
. "As soon as the Utes'had got their money 
tlwy becan to talk about going back to Colo- 
rado. Forty-eight hours after Commissioner 
Meaclmm had paid out the $12,000 In silver 
there were only thirty Utes of the six linn 
dred in the tribe remaining at Uintah. The 
others were on their way to their old home a 
White river. They had a good many objec 
tl oiis to the new Utah agency. They said 
the grazing was not good, that the hunting 
was poor, but the main, though riot often ex- 
pressed, objection was that there was 'heap 
gold in Colorado, Uintah no good.' " 


"Colonel Meacham did all that he could to 


induce the Indians to remain in Utah. But 
they were sullen arid determined. 
They 


could not be coaxed. Upon receiving their 
money some of the Indians at once began to 
squander it. They threw it about with a 
recklessness born of sudden wealth. Many 
of them, however, invested their shihifig dol- 
lars la rifles, revolvers and ammunition. 
Some of them spent all their money in Salt 
Lake City In the wildest frolics that ever an 
Indian indulged in. 
i "Colorow, the big chief of the White 
, Kivers, did not go immediately back to 


AVlilte river. 
He-is now hunting with a few 


of Ills braves in • the White mountains in 
Utah. Chief Jack is with the Indians at the 
old agency at White river. Commissioners 
French, Kussel and Mears are now at Thorn- 
burgh agency, which is about forty miles 
south of Uintah. .Commissioner Meacham is 
on Ills way to Washington. The braves are 
well armed, and have had- several councils 
since they were paid off. It Is feared that 
there will be trouble." 


Silver Cliff at the first discovery there. 
But he was early driven thence by a vigi- 
lance committee, and went to Kosita. He 
was one of the smoothest correspondents 
who ever held a pen, and wrote to the New 
England newspapers, to New York, Chicago, 
Philadelphia, Baltimore, Cincinnati, New 
Orleans, Atlanta and St. Louis papers under 
as many varied nom de plumes; always tell- 
ing of the rush of prosperity at Kosita, of 
tlie stupendous fortunes daily realized, of the 
vast schemes under way—«t the head of 
which those letters always placed E. A. Eg- 
glestone. The result was that every mail 
brought him money for investment, and he 
rarely let a victim go without two or three 
additional contributions, 
lie, meantime, lo- 


cated claims everywhere, careless as . to the 
ground they covered—regardless alike of 
veins or their absence and of former loca- 
tions of the same ground. He simply pulled 
up and carried off or burned or defaced such 
stakes as occupied ground lie wanted. He 
gambled constantly and was seldom sober. 
In a drunken spree he or one of his com- 
panions shot a miner to death one evening 
just at dusk. There was very little doubt as 
to his guilt, yet there was a doubt. The man 
murdered was but recently from the east, lur- 
ed to Kosita, and there defrauded of all his 
money by Egglestone. Egglestoue was ar- 
rested and sent to jail in Pueblo in May, 1870. 
In September of that year, he so far succeed- 
ed In convincing a couple, of men in this city 
of his entire innocence and of ills anxiety for 
trial and certainty of acquittal that they went 
on his bond and secured his release from jail. 
But it was a decided case of misplaced confi- 
dence. He lingered near Silver park till the 
week prior to that fixed for his trial, when he 
left the country without leaving his future 
address. Judgment was entered against his 
bondsmen for the full amount of the bond, 
S0,000, and they at once set about a search 
'for him,-but' without success until this sum- 
'mer, when he was identified in the person of 
•Hugli Marshall, down in New Mexico. A 
requisition 
was 
procured 
and 
one of 


his ' bondsmen 
went 
down 
and 
ar- 


rested 
him. 
Egglestone 
denied • his 


identity whenever a third 
person was 


present, but admitted it when only his captor 
and himself could hear him. He employed 
an attorney, to sue out a writ of habeas cor- 
pus in overly county he should be taken into 
and instructed him to delay hearings in every 
case as long as possible. The result was that 
a delay of two days was ordered by the first 
court taking hold of the case, that the prison- 
er might have time to send for witnesses who 
could swear to his identity na Hugh Marshall 
during all the time that Egglestone was in the 
Pueblo jail.. When'the morning of the day 
fixed for tlio hearing came Egglestone was 
gone, having escaped in shackles, which were 
subsequently found-near the place where he 
had been locked up. After that he was heard 
of no more until the following letter was re- 
ceived In this city. It is dated at New Al- 
buquerque, N. M., September 1st, and was 
shown to the Times reporter on Saturday eve- 
ning: 


"I wonder if you will be as much surprised 


as I was to.hear that that rascal Egglestone is 
dead? Well, lie is, beyond a chance for doubt. 
He was killed by the Indians while with a 
party he had joined for the purpose of driving 
the Indians into Old Mexico. I saw Mrs. Eg- 
glestone here and knew her. 
She is called 


Mrs. Marshall; you know lie went under the 
name of Hugh Marshall here. 
I knew her, 


of course, oil sight, and when I heard them 
say that her. husband had been killed by 
the Indians I at once made inquiries and 
found out it was so. 
I saw a letter from a 


James White,at Forl Wingate,in which lie told 
who all had been killed of their party, and 
Hugh Marshall was one of- them. 
It seems 
that Egglestone htuV gone <town there nfter 
his last escape, and joined the party to fight 
the Indians. 
1 afterward saw a man named 


Clias. Prescott who was one of the party and 
vas wounded. 
He lives at Baker's ranch. 


Ic told me that Hugh Marshall was killed, 
hat he saw him shot, but he never knew that 
\Iarshall was not his name. 
I pointed out 


Mrs. Egglestone to him and said I knew her 
at Paeblo as Mrs. Egglestone, but he said he 
lad known her and her husband for more

Eioh Discovery at Maysville. 


The South Arkansas Miner says: A few- 


weeks ago George Partridge, of this city dis- 
covered what he supposed to be. a ledge of 
marble in Cree's camp, about five'miles west 
of the city. He kept the discovery to him- 
self, and procuring a few specimens sent 
them to Denver where they were strongly 
tested with acids and by fire and found to be 
genuine marble and of a very excellent qual- 
ity. Some of the specimens were polished 
with most satisfactory results, and Denver 
parties realizing that a marble quarry in Colo- 
rado was a bonanza, immediately made pro- 
positions to purchase and a certain interest 
was disposed of, simply to get capital for the 
successful working of the property. 
The 


quarry is now owned by George Partridge and 
J. S. Painter of this city and some parties in 
Denver. A shipment was made on Wednes- 
day of this week which will thoroughly .prove 
the character of the marble, when the work 
of getting it out and shipping it in large quan- 
tities will be begun and pushed with all pos- 
sible vigor during the winter. The freight on 
marble from Vermont to Denver Is about $70 
per ton, which alone would Jeive an immense 
profit, not considering the superior quality 
and immense quantity of the marble to be 
found in this quarry."

Wool Market, 


Messrs. Denny, Kice & Co., of Boston, send 


us the following condition of the Boston, wool 
market for the week ending September 80: 


The total receipts of wool at this port dur- 


ing the past week comprise 8,219 bales do- 
mestic and 13 foreign, against 3,752 hales do- 
mestic and 437 foreign for the same time last 
year. The total receipts since January 1,1881, 
comprise 150,892 bales domestic and 22.929 
bales foreign against 256,188 bales domestic 
and 86,803 bales foreign for corresponding 
"period of 1880. 


The sales for the week comprise 2,117,084 


ibs. of domestic lleece and pulled and 857,000 
Ibs. of foreign, making the week's transac- 
tions foot up 2,474,084 Ibs., against 3,731,472 
Ibs. and 6,219,500 Ibs for the two previous 
weeks' transactions. 


The sales, as collected from the several 


sources and given in detail below, show a 
light business' as compared .with previous 
wee,ks, the decrease over last week being' 
1,250,788 Ibs., and over the previous week of 
8,744,810 Ibs. The principal decrease has 
been in domestic wool, of which 1,089,053 Ibs. 
were sold less than a week ago, and In for- 
eign the decrease has been 108,000 Ibs. The 
largest 
decrease has been in California 


spring, of which 872,000 Ibs. were sold less 
than last week, the total sales being 155,000 
Ibs. this week, against 587,824' Ibs. last week. 
A week ago the sales of Texas, territory wools 
amounted to 875,000 Ibs.,' but they foot up 
500,100 Ibs. this, or 866,000 Ibs. less. The 
largest sales of any particular grade of wool 
were of Texas, territory, etc., as have been 
for previous weeks. The sales of unwashed 
wool were about the same this week as lost, 
or 264,595'lbs. this week against 372,788 Ibs.

"boss" about wages and he would repeat, the 
operation if he had to now. Such a threat 
seemed so entirely useless and uncalled for 
that Mr. Grieb thought the man certainly had 
no Idea of carrying It Into execution, hence 
paid no heed to it. •

During the evening the victim with Ills wife 


was sitting in the store until 'about nine 
o'clock, when the wife retired for the night. 
About half an hour later Remington came in, 
and it is supposed made a demand for his ex 
orbitantpay; whereupon, being refused he 
pulled his revolver and shot his employer.

into; the darkness, only to see Remington 
jump upon his pony and dash into the coun- 
try. Not knowing the nature of the crime, 
little attention was .paid to the fleeing crimi- 
nal, but soon the sheriff was in pursuit.

wounded man was found lying on the floor 
fatally shot, never uttering a sound, but 
dying within ten minutes. Some of the men 
first on the ground' state that they heard Mr. 
Nachtrieb exclaim, "Oh, my God, he has shot 
me."

The Jewelry Stolen from Mrs. Hopkins Last 


July Returned to Her Through 


the Postoffice, 


Last July the GAZETTE published an ac- 


count of tlie robbery of Mrs. Hopkins by 
masked men during the absence of her hus- 
band at Manitou. It was looked upon at the 
time as being tlie most daring robbery ever 
perpetrated hi Colorado Springs. The officers 
although they worked persistently on the case, 
for some time, were unable to arrive at any 
clue whfch would in the least aid to the iden- 
tity of the thieves.

As fur- 
ther means of identillcatiou the name of 
Lizzie Fish was engraved on the inner side of 
the watch case. This was known to be Mrs. 
Hopkins' maiden name. The jewelry was at 
once taken to Mrs. Hopkins and she claimed 
it as her property, although it was found to be 
in somewhat of a dilapidated condition to 
what it was when taken from her.

From the Utinnison Xews-Demucrat of the 


'30th we take the following in reference to the 
extensive coal fields of Ounnison county: 


That the <!unnison country is marveloualy 


rich no one who has-paid the slightest atten- 
tion lo the subject cnu doubt, hut ns time goes 
on anil new discoveries are made it becomes 
more and more apparent that but a small part 
of its wealth Is yet known. In fact the sec- 
lion is a constant surprise to everyone. 
Already enough lias been found to prove it 
one of the richest in the world, but so far the 
surface lias scarcely • been scratched. It is 
rich, not iu one thing, but in many. Its silver 
mines alone are sufficient to give it a world- 
wide reputation, but when to this is added 
thousands of acres of tine grazing lands, rich 
iron mines, and inexhaustible fields of coal, 
the greatness of its. future can well be 
Imagined. 


These eoal fields have been known since the 


coll..try was first settled, but new and won- 
dorfnl discoveries are constantly being made, 
and the coal interest now promises to be sec- 
ond only to the silver industry if indeed it 
iloes .not surpass that. The principal coal 
fields so far discovered are at Mount Carbon 
Hiid Castle mountain, on Anthracite cieek, 
nndin the vicinity of Crested Butte. The 
only anthracite coal known until recently was 
Hloiur'lhe creek hearing the same name, and 
I hat-was siiDposed to be the only locality 
where ft could he found. However this idea 
1ms been exploded by recent discoveries in 
other places. 


I'erhaps the best known, coal region in the 


county is that about Crested Butte. 
The 


town is one of the Oldest in the county. It 
lies in the valley of the Slate about eight 
miles east of Irwin and thirty miles north of 
Gmmison. t'p to the present time it has been 
of slow growth as compared with others iu 
the., county, but, it h now coming to the 
lYoiit. and promises ere" long to assume an im- 
portance that was scarcely dreamed of a few 
years ago. 
The present population is not 


over three to four hundred. 
Early in ISTd a 


smelter'was, erected; thereby Howard V. 
Smith. 
Tills was done at a time when not 


halt' a dozen mines had been discovered In 
the county, but for reasons known only to 
providence and 3Ir. Smith it has been allowed 
to lie idle up to the present time. 


The town was laid out by Messrs. Howard 


F. Ninth, Win. II. Holt aud George II. Holt, 
aud, it may be added, lias been run by them ev- 
er siiici:. They constitute the town site compa- 
ny and have had the general management of 
i lie town affairs. They have recently organ- 
ized; n water company which is really the 
(own company under another mime, and pro- 
pose to .spend three thousand dollars in sup- 
plying the citizens with water. On tiie iiioun- 
luin southwest of town is a natural reservior 
iind this will bs put in shape and kept lilied 
with water by means of a ditch from Coal 
creek, and from there it can easily be distrib- 
uted to all parts of the town. Considerable 
work ha* already been doneoi^this, and when 
the plnii is fully carried out the place will he 
n*» well supplied 'witli. water as any town in 
the mountains. 
• .

There ait! no mines in the immediate vicin- 


ity of the town and its chief reliance is on the 
coal hinds in the neighborhood. These lire 
intensive enough, however, to make it a point 
of considerable importance. Just on the edue 
lit town to the south and west rises the•niouli- 
liiin where 1 he first coal discoveries, were made.

As he leaned over he 
noticed small particles of coal which were 
bring washed out by the water. Taking a 
pick he began digging away, arid within a 
couple' of days had exposed a vejiv several 
IVel in thickness. 
He did not go in on this 


and therefore had no idea of the importance 
of his discovery.

The largest company 
operating in the 


Crested Butte district, however, is the Colo- 
rado Coal aud Iron company. This was 
formed about two years ago by a consolida- 
tion of the Central Colorado Improvement 
Co., the Southern Colorado Coal and Town 
«'o. and the Colorado Coal and Steel Works 
Co. It operates the Canon City coal banks, 
which are the largest producing mines in tho 
stale, the Kl Moro Coal and Coke Works and 
the coal mines at Walsen's. 


J tat present employs about eighteen hun- 


dred men in its different enterprises.

there that can be worked from a water level.

So perfect is this as a coking coal that no 


extraordinary processes are necessary, simply 
filling it on the ground covering it with a thin 
layer of coal dust and setting fire to it being 
all that is necessary. This has done away with 
the bother and expense of extensive coke 
ovens. The first pit of coke, about one hun- 
dred and twenty-five tons, was fired last 
Wednesday. 


The main cutrles are now iu about three 


hundred feet. 


The company will soon lay off an addition 


to Crested Butte on their own lands to the 
north and west of the town, to be known as 
the Coal Miner's addition. Mr. Koblnson is 
also working twelve men on the anthracite 
lands on Anthracite creek. 


Col. Holt, the McCay brothers, Rush War- 


ner and a number of other parties also own 
coal lands along this creek. Nearly every 
prominent man in Crested Butte is more or 
less interested in the coal lands there. In 
fact the man who doesn't own at least a quar- 
ter section of land is not thought to amount 
to niucli. Coal is the one topic that interests 
everybody, and since the anthracite discovery 
the people there Jook forward with confidence 
to the future of what they are pleased to cull 
the Pittsburg of Colorado. That it will fully 
meet their expectations may be questioned, 
but that It is bound to be a place of much im- 
portance'no one can doubt.
